The pu rpose of this letter is to com m ent 
on H azardou s M aterials Regu lations. No­ 
tice of Proposed Ru le Making (Docket 
No. 
HM-134; N otice No. 7 6-2). The 
M arch 3rd issu e of the Federal Register 
in which this appears was first brou ght to 
ou r attention last Friday ev ening, M arch 
26th. C onsequ ently , in the short tim e 
rem aining for u s to su bm it ou r com m ents, 
we hav e been u nable to stu dy T itles 14, 
46, and 49 of the CFR , and we wou ld 
appreciate y ou r sending u s copies for 
fu tu re reference. 
Howev er, at this tim e we wou ld like to 
register some objections. The third para­ 
graph begins: ‘‘Some of the prov isions of 
the HM TA that more clearly reflect the 
declared policy accom plish the follow­ 
ing"’; and in this list states: “3. Prov ide 
for Federal pre-em ption of inconsistent 
state and local regu lations and law.” As 
stated, this is m isleading, inasm u ch as 
the part of the Hazardou s M aterials 
T ransportation Act u pon which this is 
based (Relationship To Other I-aws) is 
m ainly concerned w ith establishing when 
inconsistent state and local regu lations 
and law are N OT Federally pre-em pted: 
"(b) S tate Laws.-Any requ irem ent, of a 
S tate or local su bdiv ision thereof, which 
is not consistent with any requ irem ent set 
forth in this title, or in a regu lation issu ed 
u nder this title, is not pre-em pted if. 
u pon the application of an appropriate 
S tate agency , the Secretary determ ines, 
in accordance with procedu res to be pre­ 
scribed by regu lation, th at su ch requ ire­ 
m ent (1) affords an equ al or greater lev el 
-of protection to the pu blic than is af­ 
forded by the requ irem ents of this title or 
of regu lations issu ed u nder this title and 
(2) does not u nreasonably bu rden com ­ 
m erce. 
This is of no sm all concern to u s, 
as y ou r departm ent intends to continu e 
its cou rt battle against the N.Y.C. H ealth 
D epartm ent, which has an inconsistent 
regu lation which "affords an equ al or 
greater lev el of protection to the pu blic . 
. . " (Regarding the transport of high lev el 
radioactiv e m aterials); and will no dou bt 
take a like stand against any other com ­ 
m u nity which attem pts to im plem ent a 
stricter regu lation th an y ou rs, or ex clu de 
altogether, for reasons of health and 
safety , the transport of su ch m aterials. 
F u rth e rm ore , s in c e th e proposed 
ru lem aking is based on the HNTA, it is 
hardly su rprising th at we are led to 
ex press ou r dissatisfaction with the Act 
itself. Firstly , we do not think an u n­ 
reasonable bu rden on commerce shou ld 
ou tw eigh the health and safety of a 
com m u nity throu gh which hazardou s m a­ 
te ria l is to be transported. The stated 
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pu rpose of the Act is to “ protect the 
Nation adequ ately against the risks to life 
and property which are inherent in the 
transportation of hazardou s m aterials in 
commerce,” not to protect the interests of 
indu stry , etc. 
Secondly , we do not think the health 
and safety of a com m u nity are amply 
considered merely becau se the D epart­ 
ment of T ransportation standards are 
being m et. A com m u nity shou ld hav e the 
right to establish higher standards for 
themselv es and 
not 
hav e them 
pre­ 
em pted. It is fine for the N.R.C . to tell 
u s their opinion of the probability of a 
nu clear holocau st from an accident in a 
nu clear plant; it is qu ite another that 
they can com pel a com m u nity to liv e with 
this risk. Sim ilarly , it is one thing for the 
D.O.T. to tell u s the transportation of 
high 
lev el 
radioactiv e 
m aterial, 
etc. 
throu gh ou r com m u nity is safe, necessary 
for commerce, and so on; it is another 
when we are not perm itted to liv e u nder 
ou r own interpretation of the facts. 
Thirdly , we think the D .O .T. shou ld be 
more interested in the fact that there is 
no perm anent solu tion to the disposal of 
high lev el radioactiv e wastes. As long as 
this is so, it m akes no sense to perm it the 
transportation of su ch wastes to a desti­ 
nation where they will be stockpiled to 
create an increasing hazard. 
Fou rthly , althou gh the N.R.C . claims 
there is no regu lation prohibiting them 
from siting a commercial nu clear power 
plant in a large and densely popu lated 
city su ch as New York City , they hav e y et 
to do so. Ru t, the proposed nu clear plant 
to be bu ilt by P.A.S.N.Y. at Cementon, 
Greene C ou nty , will prim arily serv e the 
electic dem ands of New York City . Thu s, 
we can well imagine New York City 
su cceeding in u pholding its stricter regu ­ 
lations ov er the objections of the D.O.T., 
and then hav ing the bu rden once again 
placed on those of u s not liv ing in su ch 
densely popu lated areas; i.e., all the high 
lev el 
radioactiv e 
m aterials 
will 
be 
sh ippe d th rou g h ou r sm a lle r com ­ 
m u nities. We will once again be asked to 
liv e with the risks attendant u pon those 
who liv e near nu clear facilities, and it is 
not likely we will be able to argu e ou r case 
as well as New York City can, merely 
becau se ou r com m u nities are not densely 
popu lated. And shou ld the Cementon 
plant be bu ilt, in any case high lev el 
radioactiv e m aterials will hav e to be 
transported throu gh or by the sm aller N. 
Y. State com m u nities so th at electricity 
can be generated for New York City . 
Finally , we perceiv e a great threat to 
the “life, liberty , and pu rsu it of happi­ 
ness” of the citizens of T he U nited States 
of America when the power of the Federal 
gov ernm ent continu es to grow at an 
alarm ing rate. W hatev er the risks may be 
in transporting hazardou s m aterials or in 
siting nu clear power plants, the final 
decision shou ld be m ade by those being 
asked to tak e these risks, not by a central 
au thority in W ashington, D.C.

And ju st last week, 
Amtrak ex ecu tiv es trekked u p to Capitol Hill to ask for another $633 
million su bsidy . 
Yet this staggering deficit, apparently , has had no restraining effect 
the railroad bosses.

W ASHINGTON - The New York Times reports stu dents and other 
enthu siasts are failing to v olu nteer for this y ear’s political campaigns 
by the thou sands. Since the three immediate past presidents are 
widely seen as a saty romaniac, a megalomaniac and a kleptomaniac 
this ou tbu rst of indifference shou ldn’t su rprise u s. 
Bu t disillu sioned people are v u lnerable to m anipu lation. They still 
carry the faith within them, as they make clear when they say “ if only ” 
we had a candidate who was sincere, hones.,, cou rageou s or the 
possessor of any nu mber of other v irtu ou s attribu tes. 
These disillu sioned Diogenes are relativ ely easy to trick. I he original 
model went abou t with a lamp in the day light looking for his honest 
m an, meaning either that he claimed u niqu e powers of moral 
perspicacity for himself or, as was the case, he was demonstrating there 
was no su ch person to be fou nd. 
S trictly an Illu sion 


We m ight ponder how cerem onial and 
illu aionary the office may hav e become. Is 
the president more of a good-looking 
corpse than a chief ex ecu tiv e, an Am eri­ 
can M ikado whose om nipotence is lim ited 
by one prov iso, th at he nev er u se his 
power? For a president to fu nction as 
we’v e been tau ght to think he does, he 
wou ld hav e to stage a sort of cou p d ’etat 
against his own gov ernm ent. If we set 
aside the appalling v ision of gov ernm ent 
that Nix on nou rished, we can see th at is 
what he was try ing to do... fu nction 
presidentially . In so doing he appeared to 
u s to be a cou pist, a man conspiring to 
sabotage his own gov ernm ent. 
If Nix on failed to ru n the gov ernm ent 
for ev il pu rposes or, to be fair, w hat m any 
of u s think are ev il pu rposes - what m akes 
u s think th at another man can ru n the 
gov ernment for better policies and direc­ 
tions ov er which he has no control and 
only m arginal influ ence. 
The failu re of so many politicians to 
keep so m any cam paign promises can’t be 
owing only to their rascality . T here’s no 
reason to think ou r generation of politi­ 
cians are more corru pt and dishonest 
than they were in G rant’s adm inistration 
100 y ears ago. If the crimes are bigger 
today , it’s becau se the gov ernm ent’s big­ 
ger. Bu t the m ost trou blesom e figu re isn’t 
the crooked politician, it’s the honest 
ones, the men and women elected to office 
who cou ld not keep their promises, who 
failed. 
They offer the best reason for not 
v olu nteering, not contribu ting money , 
not v oting. W hen honest, energetic and 
intelligent people can't do the job, per­ 
haps the fau lt is with the job. Then the 
wisest cou rse is to stop electing people to 
these offices, to stop telling each other if 
only we cou ld find the political equ iv alent 
of Jesu s he’d pass a m iracle and m ake the 
dam n thing work. A pathy , laziness and 
disillu sionm ent aren't the only reasons for 
refu sing to v ote. In certain circu m stances 
abstention can be a powerfu l political 
statem ent m u ch more powerfu l than par­ 
ticipation. 


Since, ev en if y ou cou ld define it, 
there's no way in the world y ou can tell 
w hether another person is sincere or 
u nselfish or dedicated to the pu blic in­ 
terest, the game consists in figu ring ou t 
w hat ou tward m anifestation of behav ior 
will su cker em bittered idealists into im ­ 
agining they hav e fou nd their m an. Will 
it be Gov . Jerry Brown, going hom e ev ery 
night to his u nfu rnished apartm ent, his 
bowl of brown rice and his pallet of straw 
after 8 hou rs of work serv ing the people? 
W ill it be Jim m y Peanu t testify ing th at, 
as he pray ed on his knees in the Georgia 
gov ernor’s office as William M cKinley 
once did in the W hite Hou se, he stru ck 
u p a personal, ev en intim ate relationship 
w ith his sav ior? Or will it be the thou ght 
of Jerry Ford ov ercoming ev ery phy sical 
and m ental handicap to attain the digni­ 
ty and the fatherly ju dgm ent th at comes 
to one whose Secret Serv ice retinu e is 
large enou gh and who appears nightly on 
the telev ision in a dark su it nex t to the 
G reat Seal of the Repu blic?

Here are the details 
from their ex pense v ou chers: A m trak’s 
president, Pau l H. Reistru p, draws an 
annu al $8 5,000 salary . The 11 v ice presi­ 
dents are also paid an adequ ate $50,000 
a y ear on the av erage. This ou ght to be 
enou gh for them to stru ggle along on. 
Yet the railroad has ju st prov ided them 
w ith brand-new au tom obiles. T heir bu si­ 
ness ex penses hit $49 ,000 last y ear, most 
of it for food and liqu or. Reistru p spent 
$57 6.12 in Septem ber, for ex am ple, on 
candles, flowers, food and booze for a staff 
party . 
In fact, Am trak som etim es picks u p the 
tab when its ex ecu tiv es sim ply go ou t for 
cocktails. A corporate v ice president, 
Calv in Andringa, took Reistru p to a fa­ 
v orite pu b. Another tim e, Andringa in­ 
v ited the v ice chairm an, M ary M ead, ou t 
for drinks. The bills were charged to 
A m trak which pay s them , of cou rse, with 
tax pay ers’ money . 
From the sam e bou nteou s sou rce, the 
railroad also pay s R eistru p’s m em bership 
du es at v ariou s elegant clu bs, inclu ding 
the Arm y -Nav y C ou ntry Clu b and dow n­ 
town Arm y -Nav y C lu b in the W ashington 
area and the A thletic Clu b in Chicago. 
l^ast y ear, A m trak shelled ou t $6(X) so 
th at a v ice president, Harold G raham , 
cou ld belong to the posh Kenwood C ou n­ 
try C lu b in the W ashington su bu rbs. 
A m trak is try ing to persu ade the pu blic 
to ride the rails, bu t its ex ecu tiv es don’t 
alway s heed their own adv ertising. Last 
y ear, the com pany laid ou t a startling 
$612,57 4 for air trav el, ev en thou gh its 
ex ecu tiv es are entitled to ride the rails 
free of charge. 
T h e g e n e ra l c ou ns e l, N a th a n ie l 
G oodrich, flew between W ashington and 
New York, W ashington and Pittsbu rgh, 
New York and Boston — which hav e 
ex cellent A m trak serv ice. A v ice presi­ 
dent, Dav id W atts, also shu ttled between 
W ashington and New York by plane. We 
fou nd v ou chers, charging for first-class air 
fare from W ashington to Norfolk, Va. 
T he wining and dining of gov ernm ent 
officials is a m ajor indu stry in W ashing­ 
ton. According to the v ou chers, few fav or- 
seekers entertain more generou sly than do 
the A m trak crowd. 
O ne v ice president, Bru ce Pike, tu rned 


in an ex pense accou nt of $6,550.50 last 
y ear for entertaining W ashington bigwigs 
The nam es of his gu ests aren’t listed, only 
the charges. Am trak concedes that his 
"effectiv eness wou ld be im peded” if he 
disclosed the nam es of the federal officials 
he wines and dines. 
The ex pense v ou chers rev eal, howev er, 
that R eistru p threw a bru nch last Decem­ 
ber. Among the prom inent gu ests was 
Federal Railroad A dm inistration’s chief, 
Asaph Hall, who helps decide how mu ch 
gov ernment 
money 
A m trak 
will 
get. 
R eistru p's inv itation list also contains the 
nam es of two Congressmen, Silv io Conte, 
R.-M ass., and Fred Rooney , I).-Pa., who 
hav e an influ ential v oice in transporta­ 
tion m atters. Rooney said he didn’t go; 
Conte didn't retu rn ou r calls. 
We fou nd other nam es on A m trak’s 
ex pense accou nts, inclu ding Sen. Robert 
M organ. D .N .C .. D epu ty T ransportation 
Secretary John Barnu m and Interstate 
Com m erce Com m issioner C harles Clapp. 
The v ou chers of Am trak v ice president 
Edwin Edel indicate th at he entertained 
W hite Hou se aide Ru ss Rou rke on three 
separate occasions. Once, Fidel ran u p a 
$100 bill at the Annapolis Yacht Clu b 
su pposedly entertaining Rou rke, his wife 
and an Iranian diplom at. 
Yet the W hite Hou se aide told u s he 
nev er got any of the free entertainm ent. 
Fidel blam es his sloppy record-keeping for 
the erroneou s v ou chers, say ing Rou rke 
was inv ited bu t canceled ou t. 
Last y ear, a grou p of congresssonal 
aides inspected A m trak’s operations. The 
railroad serv ed them free dinner and 
cocktails. These fav ors for W ashinnton 
bigwigs hav e been sm all — nothing so 
gross that the officials cou ld be accu sed 
of being bribed. 
It is the accu m u lation, rather than any 
single gift, that gradu ally obligates them . 
Footnote: A m trak officials, to their 
credit, cooperated with ou r inv estigation. 
A spokesm an said the clu b m em berships 
are giv en only to ex ecu tiv es who need 
them for « /ficial entertaining. The ex pen­ 
ditu res for food, liqu or and entertain­ 
m ent, the spokesm an said, helped to 
increase com m u nication. R eistru p paid 
one-third of the cost of his bru nch ou t of 
his own pocket. The spokesm an also said 
th at A m trak officials fly only when 
absolu tely necessary .

T he black swans of the classroom. They 
had neither feet nor legs. They floated 
silently , peering at stu dents from behind 
w hite 
corru gations. 
The 
v oices 
were 
clinical in detachm ent. Teaching nu ns. 
They were u npaid, bodiless creatu res 
who mortgaged their sou ls in the task ol 
taking heathens su ch as we and trans­ 
m u ting u s into C hristian gentlem en and 
ladies. They worked in m iracles. I a t­ 
tended a Catholic prim ary school. It was 
a lesson in su rv iv ing fright. The teacher 
nev er had tim e to ex u de lov e or com ­ 
passion. The one she reserv ed for God, the 
second for the poor and the weak. 
She was a cattle drov er; a teacher; a 
ju dge; a passport to knowledge; the silent, 
lonely heart; the ex ecu tioner. She seldom 
u sed a ru ler to m easu re any thing ex cept 
the distance between a long ov erhand 
swing and a stu d e nt’s hand. 
T he difference between all of them was 
su btle. One was tall - like Agatha. A noth­ 
er was small, like M aria Alacoqu e. One 
was stou t and red of face, like Alice 
Joseph. One was stately , 
like 
Helen 
Dolores. W hat they had in com m on was 
m erciless dev otion to teaching. 


In a retrospect I su ggest th at 30 per cent 
of the tim e was giv en to discipline; 7 0 per 
cent to stu dies. T here were no hoodlu ms 
nor disorderly persons in class, becau se 
the slightest sou nd or m ov ement other 
than a cou gh cou rted a bird-like atte n­ 
tion, which presaged minor m ay hem . 
The y ou ngest stu dents were tau ght to 
be clean and composed. For the girls, this 
m eant hair com bed and ribboned, a 
starched dress or a skirt and blou se. For 
the boy s it m eant a jacket, shirt and tie. 
We were giv en lined pads and pens. We 
made endless circu lar tu nnels on ev en 
lines. 
We 
ex ecu ted 
slanted 
u pright 
strokes. T his was done to insu re legible 
handw riting. It endu red endlessly . We 
hated ev ery m om ent of it. 
There was 
no appeal. 
To be ad ­ 
monished, to be whacked with ru ler or 
pointer was considered a m atter of ju s­ 
tice. Som etim es we ran home weeping. 
There were two kinds of parents. Those 
who listened to the story and spanked the 
child for disobedience. And those who 
hu rried to the teacher to com plain. Sister 
Rose Patricia wou ld ex plain the rela­ 
tionship between the lay ing on of hands 


and su ccessfu l life to come. If that didn’t 
work, she adv ised the parents to transfer 
the child to another school. 
It becam e apparent in the third grade 
th at there was nothing on earth powerfu l 
enou gh to stop the nu ns from jam m ing 
lessons into ou r heads. We were going to 
learn to write legibly . We were going to 
learn to add and su btract sm all su m s. We 
were going to learn to spell. We were going 
to u nderstand that George W ashington, 
w ith a rag-tag arm y of u ndernou rished 
farm ers, did indeed accept the su rrender 
of Lord Cornwallis at Yorktown. We were 
giv en to u nderstand that, no m atter how 
we tu rned in the class aisle, C anada was 
north, Mex ico sou th, Flu rope to the east 
and Asia to the west. 
All they cared abou t were the fu n­ 
dam entals. We were tau ght ou r pray ers, 
ou r religion, abou t sin, tolerance for oth ­ 
ers, and pu nishm ent. We were doom ed if 
we did this, tou ched th at, stole a trinket, 
or disobey ed ou r parents. It was a non­ 
win situ ation lasting eight y ears. 
T he black sw ans ex pected, when they 
du m ped u s ou t in the direction of the 
nearest high school, th at we wou ld lead 


ou r classes. We were their blotters. The 
had broken their liv es and their hearts o 
u s, and ou r fu tu re as phy sicians an 
attorney s and engineers occasioned n 
su rprise. 
And y et, in a shy way , we becam e the 
men and women. L ater in life, som 
retu rned to class reu nions to say hello. 1 
the interim , the nu ns becam e smalle 
diffident, m u rm u ring, "O h, my , oh, my , 
when they saw the stu d ent’s children. 
They were alway s su re of their rewari 
It was at the end of a long road of fait! 
They believ ed when the rest of u s wei 
dou bting. And if they feared for oi 
safety , they pray ed for u s and didn 
m ention it. 
I grew u p to lov e one. God knows - ar 
He m ay be the only one - how old she i 
She is Sister M aria Alacoqu e. She tau gl 
me in the third grade. A note arriv ed fro 
her y esterday . She and sev en others we 
astou nded th at I had a career, a callin 
"Jim ,” she writes, "do keep u p the g<x 
work I lov e y ou r writings on Big John. F 
was w onderfu l.”

The last radio news I caught before they 
hauled me off to the operating room for some 
minor surgery was that Ronald Reagan had 
won the Republican primary in North Caro­ 
lina by a 52-46 per cent margin. It was a 
bouyant thought: The nice guy of the New 
Hampshire primary, who had let his oppo­ 
nent distort his stand on Social Security, 
had finally taken the gloves off and reversed 
what might have become a dangerous trend. 


The vote caught the more careless and the 
better-known, “ experts” flat-footed. But it 
was not unforeseen: The day before the 
primary I talked with Tom Winter, the 
editor of the conservative Washington week­ 
ly Human Events. Tom, who knows a hawk 
from a handsaw, said he was extremely 
hopeful for Reagan in North Carolina. 


Republican Gov. Jim Holshouser, who 
headed the Ford Committee, had taken it a 
bit easy. But Republican U.S. Sen. Jesse 
Helms had worked like a whole team of dogs 
for Reagan. Finding a great discrepancy 
between the words and deeds of the Ford 
Administration in foreign and military poli­ 
cy at a time when the Communists are 
threatening to dominate the entire continent 
of Africa, Reagan got himself what looks to 
become a really significant issue. 
Reagan, distinctly, is not through. North 
Carolina proved that he has the “ Southern 
strategy” working for him. Ostensibly this 
strategy failed him in Florida, but Florida 
has its “ Northern" element, the old people, 
refugees from Michigan and Ohio winters 
who get nervous whenever Social Security is 
mentioned, even by critics whose aim is to 
save a faltering system from inflation and 
bankruptcy. 
Speaker Needed 
If Reagan had had a Sen. Helms in his 
corner in Florida to keep pointing out the 
fact that Castro, with a Soviet submarine 
base at his disposal and armies to throw 
about the wrold, was only 90 miles distant 
from Key West, Ford might not have drawn 
first blood in what the chic sociologists are 
now calling the Southern Rimland, which is 
the fastest growing section of the country. 
What is truly noteworthy is that North 
Carolina is a solid part of the Rimland that 
stretches from Norfolk, Va., all the way 
around to the Santa Clara region of Califor­ 
nia. 
Reagan doesn’t stand to do brilliantly in 


Wisconsin (though he may surprise some 
people there in a state that permits primary 
crossovers), and he is up against it in Nelson 
Rockefeller’s home state of New York. But 
the big showdowns will come in Texas and 
in California, with their huge blocs of dele­ 
gates and electoral votes. Then there are the 
smaller caucus states of the South and the 
Southwest. 
Ford may squeak through, but he will have 
to do better than make a few speeches telling 
the country the U.S. is not really Number 
Two in military preparedness. The obvious 
truth is that we have slipped to Number Two 
insofar as an ability to wage conventional 
war is concerned. And it is this kind of war 
that counts in a world that is too fearful of 
atomic warfare to allow it to become un­ 
leashed. 
Missing Policy 
Ford is bound to have trouble in Texas 
because he hasn't been able to deliver an oil 
and gas policy that would make it profitable 
for drillers to go to work. On top of that, fhe 
whole of the Southern Rimland is more 
defense-minded than the Northeast and the 
Middle West. Finally, as Lee Edwards has 
pointed out in a recent issue of The Right 
Report, Texas’ John Connally, though he has 
not endorsed Reagan, has been attacking 
Sen. John Tower for suggesting that Reagan 
should drop out of the race in the interests 
of Republican "harmony.” 
If Reagan stops, said Connally, “ it will 
cast a pall on Republicans and all you’ll hear 
for the next four months before the party 
conventions will be Democrats." If the “ real 
peace through real strength" theme served 
Reagan so well in North Carolina, why 
doesn't Gov. George Wallace pick up the 
issue for himself in his future encounters 
with Jimmy Carter? 
Carter was in Adm. Hvman Rickover’s 
early atomic submarine program, but he 
seems ashamed to mention his naval career, 
probably fearing that he might estrange the 
McGovernites to his left in the Democratic 
Party. 
Why doesn’t Wallace ask Carter to come 
clean on his proposals, if any, for keeping 
America strong enough to force Castro’s 
foreign legion to return home’> If foreign and 
military policies are to be determining fac­ 
tors in the campaign, the medicine that 
revived Reagan might revive Wallace as 
well. 


orbit the Sun itself. 
So maybe a Darwinian ad­ 
vised re-thinking on the use­ 
fulness of space exploration is 
in order. 
What dampens the sudden 
rush of optimism to the head 
about O'Neill’s dizzying pro­ 
spects is the scale of the effort 
involved in their accomplish­ 
ment. It is so obviously of such 
magnitude that it would take 
not a whole country's — even 
ours or Russia's — but the 
whole civilized world’s cooper­ 
ation. If we are in grim short 
supply of energy, it seems right 
now that our shortage of free­ 
dom of thought and coopera­ 
tion of effort to use it benignly 
is in even shorter. The more 
obvious the need, the less it 
seems to impress those whose 
understanding of it is the most

The Guyana government has 
denied that it has permitted 
Cuban troop planes to refuel 
there, but Burnham has said 
publicly that if Cuba asked for 
such permission, he would be 
sympathetic with the request. 
Manley has also expresssed 
sympathy for Cuban help to 
the Communist-backed fac­ 
tion in the Angola civil war. 
'These differences within the 
bloc were well known, but 
what surprised observers was 
that the heads of government 
allowed them to interfere with 
their traditional unity on the 
Mozambique question.

But the Barbados gov­ 
ernment took the position that 
the cricketer involved played 
there on his own behalf, not as 
a representative of Barbados, 
and that it would be an undue 
violation of his civil rights to 
bar him from playiong in the 
Caribbean.

In the final analysis, it was 
cricket, observers said, that

G R E EN SB O R O , N.C. (U PI) - With 
Lee Trevino making a furious charge and 
the gallery cheering him on, A1 Geiberger 
felt like he was trailing when "Super 
Mex” pulled within one stroke at the 14th 
hole in the Greater Greensboro Open’s 
final round. 
“ I had to talk to myself then and say, 
‘Hey, you’re the leader, you’re one stroke 
ahead, settle down, ” said Geiberger. 
The tactic worked. On No. 16, the 
former PGA champion hit a two iron shot 
to within five feet and sank the putt for 
a birdie two. Trevino carded a par and 
that clinched it as both had pars on their 
last two holes. 
Geiberger finished the final round with 
a three-under-par 68 and ended the tour­ 
nament $46,000 richer, compliments of 
his 72-hole total of 268, 16 under par on 
the 6,643-yard, par 71 Sedgefield Country 
Club course.

N EW Y O R K (U PI) - The New York 
Rangers Sunday finished the season- 
long celebration of their 50th an­ 
niversary—and it was anything but 
golden. 
It was hollow—an empty feeling 
from an empty season. The Rangers, 
for the first time in 10 years, failed to 
qualify for the Stanley Cup playoffs, 
thus ending the longest active string of 
Cup appearances by any National 
Hockey League team. 
Sunday’s wrap-up was a mellow 2-0 
victory over the defending Stanley 
Cup champion Philadelphia Flyers, 
who used two goaltenders and every 
possible line combination in what ap­ 
peared as much a casual skate as a 
season finale. 
Despite the victory, the Rangers 
finished in last place of the Patrick 
Division, 51 points back of Philadel­ 
phia. The 29 victories marked the first 
time since the 1965-66 season New 
York has won less than 30 games. 
The 333 goals this year were the most 
the Rangers have ever given up and 
the ‘262 goals scored was their lowest 
total since 1970-71. 
“ 1 guess if you wanted some consola­ 
tion for the season, today’s game 


wasn’t bad," said New York goal- 
tender John Davidson, who kicked out 
38 shots, including 20 in the second 
period, to record his third shutout of 
the year. 
“ But that’s all the game was —a 
small consolation." 
The dismal play by the Rangers this 
season insured another anniversary 
that the New York team would just as 
soon forget: it has been 37 seasons 
since the Rangers last won the Stanley 
Cup, the longest span of futility by any 
team. 
"A game like this won’t affect my 
plans any,” said New York General 
Manager-Coach John Ferguson, refus­ 
ing to be snowed into believing he can 
actually go somewhere next season 
with the same team.

per cent from the 1974 total ot 
72,880 trillion British thermal 
units. The biggest reduction

was in industrial 
energy use, the bureau said. 
Per capita consumption fell 2 
per cent. 


While net imports of all fuels 
actually declined 4.4 per cent 
last year from 1974 totals, im­ 
ports still represented 16.1 per 
cent ot all the energy used in 
the United States, the Mining 
Bureau said.

Landfill Search in Rosendale 


ROSENDALE-High Falls, Tillson and 
Bloommgton have been designated as 
areas most suitable for a new Town of 
Rosendale landfill, but the Rosendale 
Planning Board would like some sugges- 
tions and recommendations from the pub- 
lic before it narrows the list down to 
specific sites. 


The planning board has been working 


since the start of the year to locate an 
acceptable and appropriate site for a new 
landfill. Chairman Lee Comar said re- 
cently that the board has tentatively 
settled on three general areas of the town, 
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but has not indentified specific sites 
within those areas 


The incentive for Rosendale's landfill 


search is a warning by the Department of 
Environmental Conservation that it will 
not re-certify the existing landfill on 
Whiteport Road when the permit expires 
this year. The landfill has been plagued 
with problems—most stemming 
from 


poor drainage and excess water— since 
the 1960s. 


Comar said any site selected for landfill 


purposes must meet several criteria: it 
cannot be part of a flood plain, must be 
at least five feet above the water table, 
have adequate access roads and meet 
state requirements for soil conditions. 
The High Falls, Tillson and Bloommgton 
areas meet those general criteria; other 
areas of the town, such as Rifton and 
Bmnewater, do not meet those criteria 
and therefore are not considered suitable 
areas for a landfill site. 


Comar said the planning board expects 


to identify as many as 10 or 12 specific 
sites within those three general areas of 
the town; the list will then be narrowed 
down to the beat three or four sites. The 
final decision will be made by the town 
board. 


According to Comar, the planning 


board expects to complete its study, and 
forward its recommendations to the town 
board, within the next two months. The 
town board would likely hold several 


public hearings before settling on one 
specific site for the landfill. 


Comar said the planning board does not 


expect to hold formal public hearings 
orinformational meetings on its phase of 
the study, but would still like to hear 
from town residents on the subject The 
planning board will meet Thursday at 
7:30 p.m. at the Town Clerk's office, and 
the chairman said that if people want to 
discuss the landfill situation at that time, 
the board will gladly comply. 


"This is usually a very emotional is- 


sue," said Comar, "and we would like 
toknow what the people feel about our 
plans. We don't want to submit our 
recommendations to the town board and 
then have people complain that we didn't 
givethem a chance to express their feel- 
ings." 


The town board would have the option 


of either acting on, or dismissing, the 
planning board's recommendations. If the 
town board does select a new landfill site, 
engineering and feasibility studies would 
have to be conducted, and DEC and 
Ulster County Health Department 
aproval would have to be obtained. 


Comar said it is up to the DEC when 


the current landfill will be closed for good, 
but there are indications that the depart- 
ment will be lenient if the town doesn't 
complete the selection process by the 
time the permit expires, as long as some 
progress is being made.

of the state's first Constitution The 
proposed document, largely the work of 
John Jay, Governeur Morris and Robert

Kingston's Old Senate House was 


originally built in 1676 by Wessel Ten 
Broeck on a lot located in the city 
stockade area established by Dutch Gov 
Peter Stuyvesant The property passed 
from the Ten Broeck family to Abraham 
van Gaasbeek through his marriage to 
Sarah Ten Broeck in 1751. 


As the building stands today it is a 


mixture of 17th 18th, 19th and 20th 
century construction. Portions of the 
foundation walls are attributed to the 
17th century, while the 18th century 
claims sections of the external masonry. 
There are indications that the interior 
was rebuilt during the 19th century but, 
in general, the original spatial compos- 
tion of the first floor has been retained. 
The finishing materials were changed 
again in the late nineteenth and twen- 
tieth centuries. Through these alterations 
the history of Kingston may be read as 
well as the lives of its many inhabitants. 


Today the Senate House and the adja- 


cent Senate House Museum may be 
viewed by all. The latter is a regional 
history museum with the largest single 
collection of paintings by John Vanderlyn 
a native of Kingston and a famous 
portrait and landscape artist. Visitation 
hours are 9 to 5 p.m., Wednesday through 
Sunday. Tours are conducted at the 
Senate House every half hour.

rate dipped 
slightly in 


February to 10.9 per cent, 
down from the 11.1 per cent in 
January that was heralded as

highest unemployment 


rate in four decades. 


Official statistics on Ulster 


County for February had 12.8 
per cent unemployed, down 
slightly from 13 per cent in 
January, still the second worst 
figure in the state behind Buf- 
falo. 


According to a Labor De- 


partment spokesman in 
Albany, there ere 8,300 county 
residents weathering the win- 
ter without jobs at the end of 
February, compared to 8,400 
four weeks earlier. 


Those actually receiving un- 


employment compensation 
benfeits from the Kingston of- 
fice numbered 6,344 the week 
ending Feb. 27. Weekly figures 
released since that time show 
fewer people picking up checks 
locally: March 5, 6,118; March 
12, 5,854; March 19, 5,877; and 
March 26, 5,770. 


A Kingston 
spokesman 


noted, however, that an in- 


creasing number of ex-wokers 
are exhausting their un- 
employment benefits each 
week. 


Statewide, the Labor De- 


partment added a few grim 
notes to its joyless proclama- 
tion that unemployment re- 
mained at the second highest 
level since the Great Depres- 
sion of the 1930's: jobs in New 
York City had shrunk by Leap 
Year Day to an 18-year low, 
and "fewer New York State 
residents were employed in 
February than in any month 
since comparable data became 
available in 1970." 


In Feburary, there were 


815,000 New Yorkers un- 
employed, down 14,600 from 
the January rolls. There were 
fewer 
employed statewide, 


also. In February some 
6,655,000 
people had jobs, 


down 5,600 from the previous 
month and 179,100 less than in 
Feb. 1975. 


Non-farm jobs shrank from 


6,617,000 in January to 
6,611,800 in February, with all 
of the loss coming from the 
non-manulacturing sector, 
said the department, and most 
of the losses from New York 
City where almost hali the 
people in the state are em- 
ployed. 


Taking the state by sections, 


it was noted that neighboring 


Dutchess County, a traditional 
stronghold of low unemploy- 
ment that has, continuously 
been the state leader in that 
field, has now lallen victim to 
rising joblessness. 


The Poughkeepsie metropol- 


itan area was listed with 7.3 
per cent unemployed, up from 
7.1 per cent in January and 
from 6.0 per cent in February, 
1975. As such, it now matches 
the job picture in suburban 
Nassau 
County, which 


dropped unemployment rate 
from 7.8 per cent in January to 
7.3 per cent in February. 


Some rates for other areas 


are: Buffalo (the highest rate), 
14 per cent; Binghamton, 8.7 
per cent; Elmira, 9.9 per cent;

The vouchers of Amtrak vice president 


Edwin Edel indicate that he entertained 
White House aide Russ Rourke on three 
separate occasions Once, Edel ran up a 
$100 bill at the Annapolis Yacht Club 
supposedly entertaining Rourke his wife 
and an Iranian diplomat 


Yet the White House aide told us he 


never got anv of the free entertainment 
Edel blames his sloppy record keeping for 
the erroneous vouchers, saving Rourke 
was invited but canceled out 


Last year, a group of congresssonal 


aides inspected Amtrak s operations The 
railroad served them free dinner and 
cocktails These favors for Washmnton 
bigwigs have been small — nothing so 
gross that the officials could be accused

annual $85,000 salary The 11 vice presi 
dents are also paid an adequate $50,000 
a year on the average This ought to be 
enough for them to struggle along on 


Yet the railroad has just provided them 


with brand new automobiles Their busi- 
ness expenses hit $49,000 last year, most 
of it for food and liquor Reistrup spent 
$576 12 in September, for example, on 
candles, flowers, food and booze for a staff 
party 


In fact, Amtrak sometimes picks up the 


tab when its executives simply go out for 
cocktails 
A corporate vice president, 


Calvin Andrmga, took Reistrup to a fa 
vonte pub Another time, Andrmga in 
vited the vice chairman, Mary Mead, out 
for drinks The bills were charged to 
Amtrak which pays them, of course, with 
taxpayers' money 


From the same bounteous source, the 


railroad also pays Reistrup's membership 
dues at various elegant clubs, including 
the Army Navy Country Club and down 
town Army Navy Club in the Washington 
area and the Ath'etic Club in Chicago 


Last year, Amtrak shelled out $600 so 


that a vice president, Harold Graham 
could belong to the posh Kenwood Coun- 
try Club in the Washington suburbs 


Amtrak is trvmg to persuade the public 


to ride the rails, but its executives don't 
always heed their own advertising Last 
year, the company laid out a startling 
$612,574 for air travel even though its 
executives are entitled to ride the rails 
free of charge

Ron's Reviving Strength 


The last radio news I caught before they 


hauled me off to the operating room for some 
minor surgery was that Ronald Reagan had 
won the Republican primary in North Caro- 
lina by a 52-46 per cent margin. It was a 
bouyant thought: The nice guy of the New 
Hampshire primary, who had let his oppo- 
nent distort his stand on Social Security, 
had finally taken the gloves off and reversed 
what might have become a dangerous trend. 


The vote caught the more careless and the 


better-known, "experts" flat-footed. But it 
•was not unforeseen: The day before the 
primary I talked with Tom Winter, the 
editor of the conservative Washington week- 
ly Human Events. Tom, who knows a hawk 
from a handsaw, said he was extremely 
hopeful for Reagan in North Carolina. 


Republican Gov. Jim Holshouser, who 


headed the Ford Committee, had taken it a 
bit easy. But Republican U.S. Sen. Jes.se 
Helms had worked like a whole team of dogs 
for Reagan. Finding a great discrepancy 
between the wi rds and deeds of the Ford 
Administration in foreign and military poli- 
cy at a time when the Communists are 
threatening to dominate the entire continent 
of Africa, Reagan got himself what looks to 
become a really significant issue. 


Reagan, distinctly, is not through. North 


Carolina proved that he has the "Southern 
strategy" working for him. Ostensibly this 
strategy failed him in Florida, but Florida 
has its "Northern" element, the old people, 
refugees from Michigan and Ohio winters 
who get nervous whenever Social Security is 
mentioned, even by critics whose aim is to 
save a faltering system from inflation and 
bankruptcy. 


Speaker Needed 


If Reagan had had a Sen. Helms in his 


corner in Florida to keep pointing out the 
fact that Castro, with a Soviet submarine 
base at his disposal and armies to throw 
about the wrold, was only 90 miles distant 
from Key West, Ford might not have drawn 
first blood in what the chic sociologists are 
now calling the Southern Rimland, which is 
the fastest growing section of the country. 
What is truly noteworthy is that North 
Carolina is a solid part of the Rimland that 
stretches from Norfolk, Va., all the way 
around to the Santa Clara region of Califor- 
nia. 


Reagan doesn't stand to do brilliantly in 


Wisconsin (though he may surprise some 
people there in a state that permits primary 
crossovers), and he is up against it in Nelson 
Rockefeller's home state of New York. But 
the big showdowns will come in Texas and 
in California, with their huge blocs of dele- 
gates and electoral votes. Then there are the 
smaller caucus states of the South and the 
Southwest. 


Ford may squeak through, but he will have 


to do better than make a few speeches telling 
the country the U.S. is not really Number 
Two in military preparedness. The obvious 
truth is that we have slipped to Number Two 
insofar as an ability to wage conventional 
war is concerned. And it is this kind of war 
that counts in a world that is too fearful of 
atomic warfare to allow it to become un- 
leashed. 


Missing Policy 


Ford is bound to have trouble in Texas 


because he hasn't been able to deliver an oil 
and gas policy that would make it profitable 
for drillers to go to work. On top of that, t'he 
whole of the Southern Rimland is more 
delense-minded than the Northeast and the 
Middle West. Finally, as Lee Edwards has 
pointed out in a recent issue ol The Right 
Report, Texas' John Connally, though he has 
not endorsed Reagan, has been attacking 
Sen John Tower for suggesting that Reagan 
should drop out ol the race in the interests 
D| Republican "harmony." 


II Reagan stops, said Connally, "it will 


cast a pall on Republicans and all you'll hear 
lor the next lour months before the party 
conventions will be Democrats." If the "real 
peace through real strength" theme served 
Reagan so well in North Carolina, why 
doesn't Gov George Wallace pick up the 
issue lor bimsell in his future encounters 
with Jimmy Carter'' 


Carter was in Adm. Hyman Rickover's 


early atomic submarine program, but he 
seems ashamed to mention his na\al career, 
probably fearing that he might estrange the 
McCiovermtes to his left in the Democratic 
1'arU 


Why doesn't Wallace ask Carter to come 


clean on his proposals, if any, for keeping 
America strong enough to force Castro's 
foreign legion to return home'' If foreign and 
military policies are to be determining lac- 
tors in the campaign, the medicine that 
revived Reagan might revive Wallace as 
well.

Al Nearly Forgot 
He Was Ahead 


GREENSBORO, N.C. (UPI) - With 
Lee Trevino making a furious charge and 
the gallery cheering him on, Al Geiberger 
felt like he was trailing when "Super 
Mex" pulled within one stroke at the 14th 
hole in the Greater Greensboro Open's 
final round. 


"I had to talk to myself then and say, 


'Hey, you're the leader, you're one stroke 
ahead, settle down,'" said Geiberger 


The tactic worked. On No. 16, the 


former PGA champion hit a two iron shot 
to within five feet and sank the putt for 
a birdie two. Trevino carded a par and 
that clinched it as both had pars on their 
last two holes. 


Geiberger finished the final round with 


a three-under-par 68 and ended the tour- 
nament 846,000 richer, compliments of 
his 72-hole total of 268, 16 under par on 
the 6,643-yard, par 71 Sedgefield Country 
Club course. 


Trevino, who has won 18 tournaments 


and more than a million dollars in golf, 
was two strokes back at 270. He finished 
with a six-under-par 65.

A Mellow Ending 
For Lowly Rangers 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The New York 
Rangers Sunday finished the season- 
long celebration of their 50th an- 
niversary—and it was anything but 
golden. 


It was hollow—an empty feeling 


from an empty season. The Rangers, 
for the first time in 10 years, failed to 
qualify for the Stanley Cup playoffs, 
thus ending the longest active string of 
Cup appearances by any National 
Hockey League team. 


Sunday's wrap-up was a mellow 2-0 


victory over the defending Stanley 
Cup champion Philadelphia Flyers, 
who used two goaltenders and every 
possible line combination in what ap- 
peared as much a casual skate as a 
season finale. 


Despite the victory, the Rangers 


finished in last place of the Patrick 
Division, 51 points back of Philadel- 
phia. The 29 victories marked the first 
time since the 1965-66 season New 
York has won less than 30 games. 


The 333 goals this year were the most 


the Rangers have ever given up and 
the 262 goals scored was their lowest 
total since 1970-71. 


"I guess if you wanted some consola- 


tion for the season, today's game 


wasn't bad," said New York goal- 
tender John Davidson, who kicked out 
38 shots, including 20 in the second 
period, to record his third shutout of 
the year. 


"But that's all the game was —a 


small consolation." 


The dismal play by the Rangers this 


season insured another anniversary 
that the New York team would just as 
soon forget: it has been 37 seasons 
since the Rangers last won the Stanley 
Cup, the longest span of futility by any 
team. 


"A game like this won't affect my 


plans any," said New York General 
Manager-Coach John Ferguson, refus- 
ing to be snowed into believing he can 
actually go somewhere next season 
with the same team. 


"1 know what I need to win hockey 


games. It's not a lack of talent. We 
need a little extra ingredient. Philadel- 
phia, for one, has that ingredient."

A Navy man, he was chosen 


for the assignment because he 
was fluent in French. Before 
the program was finished, he 
was in complete charge of set- 
ting up facilities to handle the 
refugees and give them medi- 
cal assistance. At the close of 
his introduction to a mass of 
humanity who, as one of his 
corpsmen put it, "ain't got it 
so good," Dr. Dooley decided 
he would return to Southeast 
Asia and take "19th Century 
medicine to a 15th Century 
area"—the upper reaches of 
Laos near the Chinese border. 
Dr. Dooley worked in the area 
until he died in 1961. He was 
only 34 years old. 


The new hospital will not 


have all the trappings of an 
American hospital but it will 
be adequate and will be what 
Dr. Dooley would have 
wanted, the local committee 
indicates.

He 
described it as being "not a 
budget any longer but a pro- 
spectus," needed to impress 
the 
investment community 


whose cooperation is necessary 
to the State's economic re- 
covery. In Carey's view, the 
budget is a document provid- 
ing long overdue retrenchment 
accompanied by "reorganiza- 
tion to provide better delivery 
of services." 


Carey said 
local govern- 


ments should be prepared to 
provide their own share of such 
retrenchment in order lor the 


State to regain a sound finan- 
cial base. 


Dr. Shilala, who is associate 


professor of politics and educa- 
tion at Columbia, gave back- 
ground information on New 
York City's fiscal crisis as well 
as the State's current situation 
and its implicatons for human 
services. She emphasized "the 
new era of scarcity and the 
accompanying politics of 
scarcity." She stated "if new 
programs are wanted, we must 
be willing (n delete some of the 
old programs." 


Senator Edwyn Mason was 


unable to meet with the dele- 
gat CP but Assemblyman 
Hinchey discussed LWV con- 
cerns that are immediately 
before the Legislature.
